Some fish s|)awn lato in tho fall; tho 
i-;istorn salmon, salmon-trout, whiio- 
lisli, brook-U'oul and lake-herririir bit- 
long to this class, but the majority 
spawi; in April. May or early Juui', 
Blaol;; bass choose a phico lor tiKiir 
spawn-beds where the water is shallow 
and the bottom is sandy gravel. They 
leave their winter (pnrters in deej) 
water :i month cjr six weeks previous 
lo sp:iwiiing. 'I'iio eggs h.atch in from 
one lo two weeks, acci iriiing to the 
leniperalure. Hass are vm-y prolilin, 
yielding fully one-fourth their weight 
of spawn, 'i'lio bass and the muska- 
llonge are the recoguizod game-lish of 
tho lakes. Whitefish do not laKe the 
b:tit readily, but are caught iu gill- 
nets, and e:in bo t:tken in great num- 
bers just at tlie time ihoy are ready to 
spawn. They average three ami a luilf 
]iounds iu weight, tliouLjh some !iri) 
taken weighing ton lo eigliteen ])ouiids. 
Sturgeon average lilty pounds, but oc- 
ciisioiKilly one is canglit that weighs a 
liiindred pounds or over. Fish dill'er 
greatly in rapidity of growth. Simie 
grow i;i one, two or tliree years to a 
deliiiite si/.e, .and llu'il growth seems lo 
bo iirrested. Such lish ai'e sliorl-lived. 
(.)ilier kinds, wliicli slowly Jiml slcadii^- 
increase in s'v/.o, attain a great age. 
Fiko liavo been known to bo over a 
Imudred years old.

TUS TJiUE POSITIOH OF THE 
PROriNVK 

Our fow rnrrmrks yestoriliiy on tlie really 
pnicticiil chanictor of what are called 
"constitutional" quostiona, rocoived illus- 
tration by certain proceeding^ ' iio the 
Buprome court on that day. According 
to thu roport of tho case, tho corporation 
iippliud to.roatrnin an nuctionoor employed 
by tho provnicial government from selling 
certain lands in Victoria, alleging that the 
"provincial government" had no right to 
Boll them, though tho "Crown" might havo 
a right. The "provincial government" 
and parliament, iE was argued, are muro 
delegates of the Crown, and, eon-foquent- 
ly, tile members of tlie provincial govern- 
ment are not ministry uf tho Crown and 
cannot oct as suc'ir. On the other sido, 
the attorney-general, on behalf of the 
provincial govenuuont, argued that the 
oorporation had no status and were not in 
court, but wo pass that allegation mean- 
while. Ilia more interesting argument 
was that the "jM'ovincial gnveniment" is 
in this matter, tlie "Crciwn," and, in the 
Crown, is vested tho prerogative of doing 
as it chooses with lands in the province 
according to law. He therefore declined 
to disousa a question of prerogative. In 
the end the court refused the application 
— wo suppose on tho groniul that tho ap- 
plicants had no status. We dn not under- 
stand that tho court decided anything on 
tho constitutional question that was 
raised. 15ut this latter question is the 
one which, as we have said, is bucoming 
daily of importancu to us. It will bo 
raised, no auubt, to defeat our right to 
the "precious nietala" on the railway belt, 
and to interfere with the action of the i)ru- 
vinoial government in ri?feronco to other 
matters, say to uncnnii)leted applications 
to puroliaso lands from that government 
within tho railway bi>lt originating before 
the couveyanoo of the belt to (he Do- 
minion. Without e.xpressing any opini(jn 
as to the jiarticular iiiieslion brought up 
yesterday between thu Corporation and 
tho government, we are glad to notice that 
the provincial government are taking a 
sound view with re.Hpeel U> provincial 
rights nenerally, as these will bo, and, it is 
said, already are attacked by the Uoniin- 
ioii — one ell'eet, of wliicli has been the re- 
tirement (if Air. IJiake from the ministry, 
who could not be a mini3ter,and,at the same 
time accept a brief from the Dominicm. 
It was tho license act, passed lately by 
the Domidion parliament, which, first, 
strongly drew attention to eiicroaclimonts 
on provincial riglita, as tho act allects a 
luimerous class of trailers in every pro- 
vince whose liusiiiess brings them into 
large cnmnnimeation with the people. 
That act revealed tendencies in legialatimi, 
on tba part of the Dominion, ^vhich would 
reduce tho provinces to mere municipal 
bodies — tendoiieies watched f(jr by stu- 
dents uf the ciiiifedefalion experiment, 
and. now beooming sharply visible, as 
above said, to the general public. Wo 
think that sniiiid policy, as well aa loyalty 
to thu true interesta of Canada, should 
unite us in opposing tendencies that 
would reduce tho provincial legislatures to 
iiisigiiiticance, and havo tlio effect, as in 
tho matters al)ove iiiontioned, of depriving 
US of valuable interest^. 'I'he legal merits 
of particular cases, which, as they are 
brought intocnin l, may more or less in- 
volvo cons! itutidiial principles, can be 
properly apiireciated only by gentlemen of 
tho robe, but the public can examine and 
judge of the br^ad (iriiiciples that should 
regulate our relations as a [irovince to tho 
Dominion. Out sjiace dues not permit us 
to state arguments in detail, but wo think 
that tho following proposition can be 
mentioned against the preleiisicns of the 
Domiiiioll Koveriimeiit, which appears to 
represent the "Federalist," as opposed to 
the " ProviiifialisI ," view of the nature of 
our constitutidii. 

Ist. The iieuieiirnl-governors, as were 
the governors under the old regime, are 
the ropresentatives of Her Majesty, and 
the provincial executive still represents 
the exeoutivn power of the mother country. 
This was decided at least iiiferenlially, yet 
of necessity, by tlio decision of tho 
liritisli I'rivy Cuuncil in the well known 
Mercer case, which gave tho escheated 
property of li man who died without 
heirs to the pruvince of ()ntario, though 
it was cliiinuil by the Dowinion. 
Ksclieats, or property for which no heirs 
can be found go to tho Crown. The 
Dominion said — "we are tho Crown." 
Ontario said — "we havo legal capacity 
and represent the Crown," and the privy 
council decided, as above said, that 
Oiilario was right. 

It is well known lh.it tho lieutenant- 
governors ate e.xpres.ily named in the 
Royal comini-ssioii to the gcn'ernor-geiieral, 
and are therein empowered to exercise 
all powers lawfully belonging to tiio 
kiovoreign as to assembling and dissolv- 
ing tho legislatures in her namo. The 
.Soverign is [lart of the legislature of each 
province, acting through the lieutenant- 
governor. NV'liat bi.'cnnies then of tho 
contention that the [irovinces are muui- 
cipalities, ;ind the lieutenant-governor's 
merely presiding oliicers/ 

2d. The federal compact did not create 
a single new point. The part now belong- 
ing to the federal government was taken 
from the jurisdiction of the province. 
They preserved their autonomy with their 
rights, powers and prerogatives. The 
federal governnuiiit was formed only for 
interproviiicial olijects. 

3d. The sainu applies to the distribu- 
tion of thu proporty, all belonging to the 
provinces at thu time of confederation, 
and in which the federal government has 
no share, except what has been specially 
given t ) it. 

By meiitiniiing these iiropositions, we 
shall uphold iirovincial interes's and 
rights, and check in time the tendency 
to oeiitraliiintion on thu part of the fed<jral 
government with a legislative union of all 
the confederate provinces that would be 
very injurious and distasteful to us. 

TUE aoyEllNMI^NT LAN]) SALE. 

Tho auction sale of ( iuveriimeiit lots at 
.lames Bay was held yesterday di^spite the 
illadviaed oflbrta to prevent it; and it was 
a trinniiiliaiil auece.ss, in .-ipite of the al- 
tonipt inaee by a certain ring to "bear" it. 
It is not often that an opposition news- 
paper will go the length of endeavoring to 
prevent competition at a Government land 
sale, yet our, .morning contemporary did 
its level bcsl to make yesterday's sale a 
failure. Wl.'at noitivea dictated such an 
extraordinary couise, tho pulilic must bo 
loll lu juilge. Two reasons W(!re assigniid 
freely on tho streets. One was that, out 
of pure political '•oussodiieaa,'' it was will- 
ing to sacrifice tho Provincial revenue 
jnieresta in order to spite the Govern- 



ment. The other was that it wished to 
"bear" tho sale in the interest of ii "ring," 
of which its editor is a member, .with the 
hope of restraining competition," .and 
thereby getting bargains. J!ut whatever 
may havo been tho motive leading up to 
so very unpatriotic a course, our contem- 
porary has the grim aalisfactitin of kimw- 
*>ng its own utter powerlessness to inllu- 
ence or mislead the public mind. A 
more signal failure could not well bo con- 
ceived. The sp.acioua auction-rooms were 
crowded. Bidding was keen; and the 
entire lino of lots were soon disjiosed of at 
prices ranging from tiL'tiu to $7 IT), and 
averaging very close upon fivo hundred 
dollars a lot. Tho prices obtained at this 
sale were considerably in excess of what 
was anticipated by oitlior the Government 
or 'real estate dealers. They aro higher 
than prpperty similarly situated brought 
at any previous sh.lo, and the result of the 
sale affurda unmistakable evidence of the 
growing contideiico folc in real estate in 
this city, — at the same time supplying a 
complete answer to tho croakings of 
opposition organa respecting the alleged 
diaastroua effects of the policy of the pre- 
sent Government. It is worthy of notice 
that in a large majority of instances, the 
lots wore kiiockud down to those seeking 
them for use, not speculation; and we 
may bo permitted to point out the advant- 
age to the city of having these lauds in the 
hands of those who will improve thuin and 
make them reveaue-produciug, instead of 
allowing them to remain, as thoy have all 
these years, a waste, alike unsightly, and 
unproSitable to either city or Trovince. 
As was stated by the auctioneer at the 
opening of the sale, tlie.tiovernnieiil have 
reserved all the lots along the southern 
shore of Jamoa Bay for the purposes of 
a publiQeBplansde; thay have r«sarved 
twelve lots lying between Superior and 
Michigan street.s for a public garden : and 
they have resurved eighteen bus helweeii 
Ontario and Simcoe aireots for pusaiblo 
future public needs. To assert, tlierofoie, 
that the corporation has received niggard 
treatment at tho hands of tho Provincial 
Government is not justified by fact. We 
observe aoino unthinking members of the 
Cily Council clamor fnr the same liberal 
treatment tlial New Westminster received 
in regard to the Government bus in that 
city. But what is die fact ! The (iov- 
ernnient handed over to the cnrporation of 
iS'ew Westminster tlirvi: lots for public 
purposes, and sold all the rest, wberea-i, 
the (.ioveriiinent hand over to the coriiur- 
ation of Victoria t iivnl y-mn' lots, anil re 
servo eighteen mure for possible future 
contiugoncies. Such unreasniiiiig abuse 
and misrepresentBtion of the Government 
is certainly not in tho true interests of 
uur fair city, which uiupiesliunalily uwes 
much uf its present prosjierity tu the imi 
lightened and iirogressive pulicy uf the 
oiLi'iv nnw loLitnilv in tntwor.

We unwillingly refrain from dis- 
cn.ssing the merits of this case, because, 
though the matter is now launched beturo 
the court, It is a subject, not of the ordinary 
ownership of tho land, of whii^b tbore can 
be no little dispute, it is uf far dfiqn r iiiti'i- 
ost; it iuvi.>lvcs;.tlie right of suvcrrignly, of 
escheat, uf Jiri'cious iiotals, uf right uf way 
and uf water, aijil a host uf cugMati; sulj- 
jects. The oaS(! is replete willi euiisiilera- 
tioiis, vitally afl'eetiiig pruviiK-ial rights, ami 
while abstaining; fruiu the <liseusssuii of 
tlieiii we ili'sire to iiifurni uur readers of the 
nature of the litigation in wliieh the Domin- 
ion has embarked. fucidentally another 
(luostiou arises, tho power of the supreme 
court to interfere, by injunction, with the 
functions of the executive. It is not to be 
wondered that the Hon. Mr. Drake, who 
has been retained by the Dominion govern- 
ment, feels himself coinpelled to retire from 
the cabinet. It cuulil ncjt be utherwise. 
We shall i^ndeavcjr tu furnish thi' imblie 
from tiuii; to time with a faitliful and iiu- 
partial rejiort of the iiroeeediugs ln-fure the 
court, feeling assured such proceedings will 
bo of the greatest interest.

REVISION OF TIIE BUSUEl. 

AVoi'lt of the Revisers Almost 
CompleteU. 

WILL SOON BE ISSUED. 

It is twelve years since the revision of 
the Bible was undertaken and tho work 
is now nearly com[)leted. It only awaits 
an appendix to bo given to the world 
which is eagerly expecting its appearance. 
Christians are wailing to have their be- 
lief conlirined by a clearer rondoring of 
obscure passaocs, and scliulars are hoping 
that many alleged errors and contradic- 
tions will be set right. Whatever human 
knowledge and research can do to present 
the Bible to the world in atorni as similar 
to the original text us is consistent with 
translation, has been done by the emin- 
ent scholars and divines who have con- 
ducted this work. The tireatcst authori- 
ties in Liigland ^vero, in 1S7'2, ap|ioiuteil 
11 coininitteu to revise the liible and in tho 
following year an iuvitatiun Was extended 
to .America to join in the work. Tho 
I'higlish .tnd American committees were 
each divided into two companies, one fur 
the revision of each testament. When 
tho Now Testament was published in 18!Si 
its companies were ilismidsed . Last .luly 
the Old Testament company tinished its 
work and held its linal meeting in the 
■Terusalem chamber ' of Westminster, 
when arrangements were made for its 
publication. The idea of an appendix 
was Bop|)osed by some members of the 
congress, who, however, tinally yielded to 
the niajorily and the appendix is to iie 
prepared. It is intended I.; contain a list 
of words, etc., upon which the companies 
disagreed, and will give tho ditl'erent 
opinions in regard to thoin. As to tho' 
nature of the changes made, it is stated 
that tliey are not nearly so iitinierous or 
ini[iortant as those made in the New Tes- 
tament. Thill IS Hot remarkable when it 
is renieiiibered that no maiioscriptabearing 
on the ( lid Testament have boon discov- 
ered since King .l imes' version was pub- 
lished, while niuny important writings 
have been found which throw 
light on tho New Testament. Dr. 
(!onant, one ot the revisers, says: "One 
who has not eoiiiniitted niiii'li of the bible to 
memory could read the new edition fur 
pages without kiiowiiij,' that any changes 
liad beoii made. Tho revisers have been 
very conservative, and have h'ft the ohl text 
undislurbeil wherever possible. Some ol 
the broader passages, however, have been 
softened, and a nuinbi r i >f minor ehiin^-es 
made, such as retaining the old Hebrew 
word 'Jehovah,' instead of the iiiodern ren- 
dering, 'Lord.' The Knglish revisers, how- 
ever, cling to tho woril 'Lord.' We havo 
found in our labors that tho old revisers 
were belter (u'edU than Hebrew scholars, 
and that many of their miRlaltBi! wr" ■!U'.' 
to a too slavish adaiitation of the Septua- 
gint." "The established order uf the books 
of the bible has not been disturbed. An 
English comiuittei' is revising the iipocry- 
[iba, however, independent of the revising 
committee." The nature of the (diiiuges 
may be inferred from the following extract 
from a hook published by Dr. SehaH', soon 
after the revision was begun. Re says; 
"Tho iniproveineiits which might bo made 
without the least impairing the idiom and 
beauty, or disturbing the sacred associations 
of tho authorized version would bo to cor- 
rect acknowledged errors, whether of typ- 
ography, Knglish grammar or translation. 
Examples are given of the cuiifusii,.ii of 
Hebrew with Lnglish plurals, as cherii- 
bims for cherubim or cherubs; so also, 
seraphims, iiethieims, Anakims; in Gen- 
esis III. 24, I Chronicles IX. 2, Ezra II. 
'13, laiiiah VI. 2, etc ; "to rectify inexact 
and imperfect rcnderiiiiis, which observe 
or weaken, or modify the sense intended 
by the sacred writers:" to introduce con- 
sistency and Limformily in the transla- 
tions of words and phrases; " "to remove 
obsolete archaisms and to substitute in- 
telligible words and phrases;" examples as 
given as follows: "Taches," "ouches," 
"knops," "iiuesiiig.s," and "all to" foral- 
togethor, all to being used in .fudges IX. 
53. Annthor change would bo to intro- 
duce uniformity in the spelling of proper 
names and places, retaining as a rule 
Hebrew forms for Hebrew names, the 
(Ireek forms for Greek, except when a 
foreign tiaim^ has been tlioroui;hly natural- 
ized and unalterably lixed in I'Jiiglish 
usol;!', ;h ill the familiar names Jesus (the 
Saviour) for .Lishua (the leader of Israel.) 
Mary lor Miriam, James for Jiioub, Juhn 
for .loliannes," etc. Examples are given 
of which the following are a few; Hagar 
in tho Old Testament is Agur in flala- 
tians IV., '24 and '2.o; Elijah iii Iho Old 
Testament is Elias in the New; Elisha is 
Eliseus; Isaiah, Esarius and Ksay, .-Vsshur 
and Assyria, Cush and Ethiopia, Edom 
and I'jdiiinra, "tu revise the orthogiaphy , 
ptinctnations, use of capitals, etc." and to 
combine with the received division into 
the chapters and versos and arrangements 
of the prose in ](iu'ai;ra[ihs, and a metrical 
arrangement of poetry according to the 
hius of Hebrew parallelism." liy that 
arrangement the first chapters uf Genesis 
woulti include the first throe verses of the 
second chapter.

Fur will also b(! much used for trim- 
ming entire suits ef velvet or of velvet- 
teen, and for this purpose the French 
modistes use the American black mart- 
en furs in quite narrow borders. Red 
of the Titian shades, golden brown, 
green and black velvet dresses ar(! 
made up for visiting and for afternoon 
rece[)tio!!i;. 

The newest sleeves arc pointed at 
top, and e-xtcnd upward between the 
shoulder seams to within two inches of 
of the collar, but as this destroys the 
graceful fall of sloping shoulders, it will 
scarcely become popular. In all the 
Worth dresses u.vhibited this season 
tliG pad.iing iit the lo[) of the sleeve is 
omitted, iviid tin? siuiie may be said of 
the pad bustlns, as the drapery is ar- 
ranged to make them sufhciently bouQ- 
ant.

With the jackets of kinds that an' 
in preparation foi' tlie Autumn and 
winter, vesl-s will lie .almost indis[iiMisa 
ble. They will be made of all shapes and 
sizes, showing only at the neck be- 
tween the revers, or else only at the 
middle of the bust, between the cut 
away fronts of the jacket, which is liigli 
at the throat, at the bottom of the 
waist, or all the way from the throat 
to the waist line under the cut-away 
jacket.

It is 
often of a color difl'crent from that of 
the skirt and is also frequently like it 
especially for a morjiing or full dress 
dinner toilette, limbroidery l>Iays an 
important part in its decoration, ail the 
toilettes of the present day being of 
chenille, gold, shaded beads, etc. 

ECCLESIASTICAL. 

It has been found necessary to put, 
galleries in the Old South Church Bos 
ton, to accommodate the increasing 
congregation since the settlement of a 
"New Departure" minister. 

The number of Protestants in Paris 
is 40,000 and in France 580,000, which 
is in the proiiortion of one Protestant 
to sixty-three Catholics. Tiiere are in 
all 906 Protestant jiastor.s in France, 
782 of whom are paiil a subsidy by the 
state amounting to about forty-five 
cents for each member of their congre- 
gations. Of these pastors 699 belong 
(0. tb,e Boformed or Oalviuiatic Church. 



One of the largest uingle contribu- 
tions miuie to the missionary work of 
the church' liut year, if not. the largest, 
came from a.Obristian Cbiuamau, who 
gave §5,000 to St. Luke's Hospital at 
Shanghai. 

The speedy coming of the millennium 
when the lion and the lamb shall lie 
down- together is predicted from the 
fact that a Methodist pulilishing house 
in Toronto, Canada, has issued an edi- 
tion of "Notes on Ingersoll," by a Ho- 
man Catiiolic — Fathei- Lambert. 

A corres[iondent of the Loudon 
JViivii, writing from Abyssinia, t.ays 
that the native priests there generally 
lead a life of gross immorality, using 
the confessianal as a nu-ans of gr^ilify- 
ing their gross desires, including that 
for liquor. At weddings and funerals 
tlx! |iriest is always the most drunk and 
most noisy. 

The S. F. Monitm- states that in- 
tem])erance has been of late years fear- 
fully on the increasi' imong Calholics 
in that citv: hence it hails with great 
pleasures the coming hither (jf the very 
Uev. Father Cooney, of Indiana, who 
has been appointed "to preai h a crus 
ade against intemperance in every di- 
ocese in the land." 

Ther(! are in Sweden about 2S,()00 
Haptisls, most of whom i)elong to t he 
National t-'huroh (Lntluu'an), but liavi; 
their se[>arate preacdiers, mostly lay- 
men, and hold special services and pray 
er meetings by thenisolvea The reason 
they i,dvu for not availing themselves of 
the privilege the law allows of forming 
independent churches is that they have 
more liberty in the state chun-h than 
thev would be allowed to enjoy out of 
it. Their number is said lobe rapidly 
increasing. 

There is a growing movement in 
the Methodist Episco|)al Church to 
abolish the rule lindting the pastoral 
term to three years. Uev. It. \V. .\1- 
len, the velc.-ran niiuisti-r, who moved 
in the General Cmiference twenty 
years ago to e.\lentl the pastoral term 
from two to three years, now favors 
the entire removal of the limitation, 
and so does Dr. Nast, the father of 
German Mothodisis. In Cleveland, 
Ohio, the Methodist j)reachcrs stand 
ten to two in favor of the change. 

Bisho|) Huntington, of central 
New York, in his late convention ail- 
dress, urges the importance to church 
and personal religious life of a frequent 
celebration of the Sacnnnent of the 
Lortl's Supper, from the le.xt: "lOxcep; 
ye eat the llesh of the Son of .Man an I 
drink His blood, ye have no life in you; 
he that eateth nie shall liv(? by me;" 
and he greatly deplores the disposition 
on the part of some churches and 
church members to starve themselves 
by an infrecjuent part!d-:ing of this 
most nourishing, hea\ enly food. 

The Russian law has some prettv 
severe penalties for crimes against re- 
ligion. Blas|)heuiy against God, or the 
Holy Virgin, or the Holy Cro.ss, or 
angels, or saints, or holy images, i.s 
punished by deprivation of all rights, 
and hard labor in the Siberian mines 
from twelve to llfteen years. A dis 
respectful word pronounced during di- 
vine service is punished by im[iri.soii- 
ment for from two to three years. 
Sacriliege comnntted in any Christian 
Church is met by deprivation of all 
rights, and hard laljor in the mines 
from twelv(! to fiftemi yeai's. 

All roiiaonatle imd progressive (yhiiruh- 
men will approve the vliiorous and sen.ii- 
blti letter of the Hen. and Itcv. E. ^'.

l;o deeper than mere l^rayi-r I" 'd; revii- 
lon. (JoiiiMiiiii aonse, no le.-!< than the 
great principle uf relisrious cqu.ility, dia 
tales that the wisest method of dealine 
with Iho Cli'.'.reh of l''.nL,'laii(l would be ti.
